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Commodity  summary 

On  June  1,  refrigerated  products  in  warehouses  totaled  I4..9  billion  pounds,  down 
slightly  from  a  month  earlier.    Stocks  in  both  cooler  and  freezer  space  were  the 
largest  ever  for  the  date.     The  capacity  of  refrigerated  space  in  the  United  States 
now  is  in  excess  of  1  billion  gross  cubic  feet,  according  to  a  survey  Just  completed. 
(See  page  l5  for  more  complete  details).    Stocks  of  frozen  orange  concentrate  in- 
creased by  18  million  gallons  during  May  to  a  record  60  million  gallons  on  June  1. 
This  was  28  percent  greater  than  stocks  of  a  year  earlier  and  37  percent  above  the 
June  1,  1957-61  average.    Frozen  turkey  holdings  declined  seasonally.    A  drop  of  2k 
million  pounds  lowered  warehouse  stocks  to  131  million  pounds  which  compared  with 
9h  million  stored  on  June  1,  I96I.     This  reduction  in  turkey  stocks  was  larger  than 
the  average  May  decline  and  the  disappearance  of  a  year  earlier.    Frozen  fruit  stocks 
fell  off  more  than  usual  during  May.    A  29 -million-pound  reduction  left  308  million 
pounds  in  storage,  about  10  percent  more  than  the  June  1,  I96I  level  and  average,  A 
heavy  downturn  in  frozen  vegetable  stocks,  68  million  pounds,  brought  the  June  1 
level  down  to  87U  million  pounds.     These  stocks  were  Ik  percent  greater  than  a  year 
earlier  and  k3  percent  more  than  average.    Seasonal  buildups  in  holdings  of  dairy 
products  brought  warehouse  stocks  of  butter  to  385  million  pounds  and  American  cheese 
to  I4.I5  million  pounds.    Butter  holdings  increased  kO  million  pounds  and  American 
cheese  by  2k  million  pounds,    June  1  holdings  of  shell  eggs  advanced  to  325  thousand 
cases,  a  gain  of  273  thousand  over  the  previous  month.    Frozen  egg  stocks,  at  Qk 
million  pounds,  were  up  2k  million  from  a  month  earlier.     This  gain  was  slightly 
under  that  of  a  year  ago  and  23  percent  short  of  the  average  May  increase.    Red  meat 
supplies  totaled  583  million  pounds  on  June  1,     These  supplies  were  11  percent  larger 
than  a  year  earlier  and  5  percent  above  the  June  1  average.     The  increase  in  red  meat 
supplies  over  a  year  earlier  resulted  primarily  from  larger  holdings  of  pork,  which 
were  26  percent  larger  than  on  June  1,  I96I,  and  7  percent  above  average. 

Cooler  and  freezer  stock  changes 

June  1  stocks  in  refrigerated  space  slipped  below  the  5  billion  level  reported  on 
May  1.    A  net  reduction  in  cooler  space  of  162  million  pounds  and  a  net  gain  in 
freezer  space  of  103  million  pounds  lowered  the  total  weight  to  k,9  billion  pounds 
on  June  1,    Seasonal  net  withdrawals  of  apples,  pears,  fresh  vegetables  and  pork  off- 
set gains  in  stocks  of  other  cooler  items.    At  1.5  billion  pounds,  cooler  stocks  were 
slightly  larger  than  the  holdings  on  June  1,  I96I,  and  the  5-year  average  for  the 
date.    Freezer  holdings  gained  seasonally  with  buildups  in  stocks  of  cream,  butter, 
eggs,  juices,  and  pork,    A  net  gain  of  103  million  pounds  over  the  previous  month 
raised  freezer  stocks  to  3»k  billion  pounds,  17  percent  more  than  on  June  1,  I96I, 
and  26  percent  rore  than  average  for  the  date. 

Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

Occupancy  of  cooler  space  in  public  warehouses  increased  during  Mayj  however,  use  of 
freezer  space  declined,    June  1  occupancy  of  public  cooler  space  at  57  percent  of 
usable  capacity  was  up  2  points,  while  freezer  occupancy  at  68  percent,  was  down  1 
point.    Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  cooler  occupancy  was  up  k  points,  but  freezer 
occupancy  was  unchanged.     The  June  1,  1957-61  average  occupancy  is  51  percent  for 
coolers  and  6k  percent  for  freezers.    Cooler  occupancy  increased  or  remained  un- 
changed in  all  regions  except  for  declines  in  West  South  Central  and  Mountain. 
Freezer  occupancy  declined  or  remained  unchanged  in  all  regions  except  the  West  North 
Central,  East  South  Central,  and  West  South  Central. 

Dairy  and  dairy  products 

A  i40-million  pound  net  gain  brought  June  1  stocks  of  butter  to  385  million  pounds. 
These  were  the  second  largest  stocks  on  record  for  the  date,  exceeded  only  by  the 
195k  holdings  of  i|22  million  pounds.    Stocks  were  almost  2|  times  the  l59  million 
pounds  stored  on  June  1,  I96I,  and  over  3  times  the  5-year  average  of  123  million 
pounds.    Government-owned  butter  totaled  337  million  pounds,  leaving  I48  million  in 
commercial  channels  compared  with  kl  million  a  year  earlier,    American  cheese  stocks 


totaled        million  pounds ^  an  increase  of  2k  million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier. 
A  year  earlier,  stocks  totaled  358  million  pounds  while  the  5-year  average  holdings 
are  317  million  pounds.    Government  holdings  of  American  cheese  totaled  82  million 
pounds,    June  1  stocks  of  cream  totaled  11  million  pounds,  up  k  million  from  the 
previous  month.    This  time  last  year,  stocks  totaled  17  million  pounds. 

Juices,  fruits^  and  vegetables 

June  1  holdings  of  frozen  orange  concentrate  reached  a  new  high.    At  60  million 
gallons,  they  were  13  million  gallons  above  a  year  earlier  and  10  million  above  peak 
holdings  on  July  1  last  year.    Stocks  increased  18  million  gallons  during  May,  the 
largest  monthly  increase  on  record.    By  comparison,  during  May  1961,  holdings  rose 
10  million  gallons  to  kl  million  on  June'l,  while  the  5-year  average  May  increase  is 
8  million  gallons.    Average  June  1  stocks  are  hh  million  gallons.    Warehouse  holdings 
of  frozen  fruits  declined  more  than  usual  during  May,    A  29 -million-pound  net  re- 
duction lowered  stocks  to  308  million  on  June  1.     Ihis  time  last  year,  a    21 -million- 
pound  net  withdrawal  left  279  million  pounds  in  storage.     The  average  decline  for  the 
month  is  12  million  pounds  and  average  June  1  stocks  are  281  million  pounds.  Except 
for  a  7  million  pound  gain  in  stocks  of  frozen  strawberries  which  raised  the  level 
to  8h  million  pounds,  holdings  of  all  other  fruit  items  were  reduced  during  May. 
The  heaviest  reduction,  12  million  pounds  of  frozen  cherries,  brought  stocks  down  to 
58  million  pounds,    June  1  stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  totaled  87l4-  million  pounds, 
Ih  percent  more  than  on  June  1,  I96I,  and  h3  percent  above  average.    During  May,  net 
withdrawals  amounted  to  68  million  pounds,  9  million  more  than  a  year  earlier  and 
25  million  more  than  the  average  May  reduction.    Of  all  frozen  vegetable  items,  only 
asparagus  showed  an  appreciable  gain  over  the  previous  month. 

Poultry  and  poultry  products 

Holdings  of  frozen  poultry  declined  3k  million  pounds  during  May,     This  net  reduction 
compared  with  lb  million  pounds  a  year  earlier  and  the  average  reduction  of  22 
million  pounds.    However,  total  poultry  stocks,  at  219  million  pounds,  were  the 
highest  June  1  holdings  on  record,  exceeding  by  9  million  pounds  the  previous  June 
high  set  in  I9I46,    June  1  holdings  were  16  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  22 
percent  above  the  1957-61  average.    Although  turkey  holdings  declined  2k  million 
pounds  during  May,  they  continued  at  a  record  level  for  the  12th  month  in  a  row. 
Ihe  June  1  inventory  at  131  million  pounds  was  kO  percent  above  June  1,  1961,  and 
57  percent  above  average,    A  net  increase  of  273  thousand  cases  during  May  brought 
holdings  of  shell  eggs  to  325  thousand  cases  on  June  1.    However,  stocks  were  the 
second  lowest  June  1  holdings  on  record.    Only  the  I96I  stocks  of  238  thousand  cases 
were  lower.    Average  June  1  holdings  are  88U  thousand  cases.    Although  frozen  egg 
holdings  increased  2k  million  pounds  during  May,  stocks  at  8i|  million  pounds  were 
the  lowest  for  any  June  1  on  record  since  1929,  when  72  million  pounds  were  reported. 
Current  frozen  egg  holdings  were  9  percent  below  June  I96I,  and  27  percent  below 
average. 

Meat  and  meat  products 

Red  meats  totaled  583  million  pounds  on  June  1,  up  k  million  pounds  from  a  month 
earlier.    This  increase  compared  with  a  decline  of  6  million  pounds  during  May  I96I 
and  the  average  decline  of  18  million.     These  stocks  wore  11  percent  above  those  of 
June  1,  1961,  and  5  percent  above  the  5-year  average.    Declines  in  beef  were  more 
than  offset  by  increases  in  pork  products  and  canned  meat  items.    Stocks  of  cooler 
and  freezer  beef  at  li|2  million  pounds  declined  21  million  pounds  during  May,  com- 
pared with  a"300  thousand  pound  decline  a  year  earlier  and  the  5 -year  average 
decline  of  7  million.     Total  pork  holdings  increased  22  million  pounds  in  contrast 
to  a  1  million  pound  decline  during  May  I96I  and  the  average  reduction  of  10  million 
pounds.    Frozen  pork  accounted  for  the  entire  22  million  pound  increase  while  cooler 
pork  remained  virtually  unchanged.    Other  meats  totaled  103  million  pounds j  an 
increase  of  k  million  from  May  1.

REFRIGERATED  SPACE  EXCEEDS  1  BILLION  CUBIC  FEET 

Refrigerated  warehouses  in  the  United  States  (excluding  Alaska  and  Hawaii) 
had  a  capacity  of  1^025  million  gross  cubic  feet  as  of  October  1^  1961^  according 
to  a  survey  made  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    Approximately  5l6  million  cubic 
feet  could  hold  temperatures  of  0°  F.  or  below  and  509  million  cubic  feet  could 
hold  above  0°  F.  to  50°  F.    Since  the  October  1^  1959  survey^  refrigerated  ware- 
houses increased  83  million  cubic  feet.    Of  this^  two-thirds  was  in  the  range  of 
0°  F.  and  below. 

Capacity  gains  were  reported  in  all  regions. 

A  preliminary  summary  of  the  21st  biennial  survey  is  given  in  the  table 
below.    A  more  complete  report  by  States  will  be  issued  in  July.  Refrigerated 
storage  facilities  are  defined  as  places  artificially  cooled  to  temperatures  of 
50°  F,  or  below  in  which  food  products  are  generally  stored  for  30  days  or  more.
